porlal.s  the  word  success  might  be  emblazoned  in 
characters  of  unturnishable  gold. 

The  Savoy,  us  all  the  world  knows,  came  to  astound 
th.-  i»ople  of  "twenty  years  ago  by  the  mighty  revolu- 
tion it  created  in  the  entire  regime  of  hotel  business. 
Its  sihemira  and  promoters  (chief  of  whom  Ijuing  the 
late  Sir.  H.  U'Oyly  Carte)  were  men  who  had  travelled 
the  wide  worbl  tlirougli  and  made  notes  of  their 
•  x|)erienco  of  hot«l  life  in  all  lands.  Possessed  of 
arlistii'  taste  combined  with  commercial  instinct,  they 
recogriisi'd  the  possibilities  and  desirabilities  of  intro- 
ducing into  hotel  accommodation  the  retined  comforts 
and  lu.vuries  of  home,  the  lack  of  which  had  hitherto 
made  the  hostelrios  of  England  places  generally  to  be 
avoided.  They  further  foresjiw  the  solution  of  that 
incr<';mingly  vexatious  problem,  domestic  service, 
especially  as  regards  the  culinary  dejiartment,  and  so, 
in  short,  it  came  to  pass  tbat  the  Savoy  Hotel  and 
Ivostuurant  was  established. 

The  Savoy  made  a  brilliant  start :  its  success  was 
phenomenal :  ere  a  season  was  out  it  had  become  world 
ronownwl ;  in  every  province  of  every  countrj-  through- 
out the  world,  regardless  of  the  raison  d'etre  of  title 
wliich  the  Tbames-sido  palace  possessed  by  right  of 
hist*»ric  site,  (,tfspring  Savoys  one  after  another  came 
into  being — a  splendid  compliment  and  testimony,  no 
doubt,  to  the  virtues  of  their  l<]nglish  namesake.

Unquestionably  because 
thos.'  re.sponsiblo  for  its  inflnago  have  never  fallen 
asleep  lieneath  their  laurels,  thoy  have  always  kept  on 
the  qui  vive  to  note  the  slightest  change  in  the  tastes 


of  the  time.  1  iiey  aavn  made  it  their  ruling  principle 
to  feel  the  public  pulse,  to  discover  precisely  what 
people  want  or  are  going  to  want,  even  before  they 
know  it  themselves,  and  forthwith  to  supply  that  want. 
Moreover,  they  have  been  ever  willing  to  listen  to  the 
unprejudiced  opinions  and  suggestions  of  outside 
experts  and  connoisseurs,  especially  as  regards  the 
physical  economies.  To  attain  and  maintain  perfection 
in  cuisine  has  been  their  daily  care.  The  latest  inven- 
tions of  Paris,  as  well  m  the  classical  "plats" 
consecrated  by  custom,  are  always  on  the  menu.  In 
the  cellars  lie  thousands  of  pounds'  worth  of  wines  of 
every  approved  brand,  and  of  all  the  beat  vintages 
(to  cellar  none  but  the  finest  wines  and  stock  the 
choicest  cigars  is  their  unalterable  rule).  Under  a 
most  expericni-oil,  able  and  ever  courteous  General 
Manager,  assisted  by  worthy  lieutenants,  the  working 
staff  is  carefully  selected  and  kept  in  perfect  discipline. 
Then  amongst  the  minor  details  which  add  to  the 
attractions  of  this  palace  of  luxury  may  be  named  the 
wealth  of  Howers  everywhere,  and  the  delightful  music 
of  the  Herr  Armand  Veczey's  Hungarian  Orchestra, 
with  other  trifles,  trifling  perhaps  in  themselves,  but, 
taken  altogether,  conducive  to  the  nm'  sxreat  aim  and 
object  achieved — success. 

When,  about  two  years  ago,  the  extension  and 
alterations  of  the  Savoy  premises  were  completed,  at  a 
cost  of  over  a  million  pounds  sterling,  it  could  hardly 
have  entered  the  imagination  that  further  improvement 
could  ever  be  possible  or  necessary.  Recently,  however, 
a  suggestion  reached  the  Board  of  Directors  that  the 
main  salon  of  the  Kestaurant  appeared  to  have  become 
somewhat  dwarfed  and  dimmed  by  contrast  to  the  lofty, 
beautifully  proportioned,  lustrously  lit  and  delicately 
decorated  new  Foyer  adjoining ;  the  ceiling,  it  was 
thought,  was  too  heavy  and  too  close  to  the  heads  of 
the  guests  at  table,  thus  creating  a  sense  of  oppression. 
The  question  was  at  once  considered,  the  opinion  of 
experts  invited,  and  after  much  serious  debate  it  was 
resolved  that  the  suggested  alterations  should  be  put 
in  hand.  .  A  marvellous  transformation  then  took 
place.  The  Restaurant  ceiling  was  by  an  exceedingly 
ingenious  device  raised,  the  walls  charmingly  relieved 
in  tone  to  harmonise  with  their  surroundings,  and  to 
the  whole  jilace  a  very  appreciable  increase  of  space 
and  atmosphere  imparted.  Many  to  whom  familiarity 
had  endeared  the  more  subdued  features  of  the  noble 
room  may,  at  first  view,  have  taken  exception  to  the 
alteration ;  in  a  spirit  of  conservatism  they  regretted 
the  change ;  but  ultimately  everyone  has  applauded 
the  managerial  acumen  that  added  another  attraction 
to  the  Savoy  Restaurant.  Probably  the  enthusiastic 
critic  will  again  venture  to  protest  that  the  last  word 
in  Restaurants  de  Luxe  has  now  been  uttered — to 
which  m.ay,  not  unreasonably,  be  affixed  a  big  note  of 
interrogation.  Anyway,  the  Savoy  seems  determine.! 
always  to  say  the  latest  word.
